; Sect. II. The firſt Uſe of Public- 
Houſes, is, to refreſh hungry or Weary 
Travellers; to receive thoſe whoſe Time 
and Strength permits them not to go 
farther; and to furniſh them. with ſuch 
Lodging and Proviſion, that being re- 


cruited, they may be the better able to 
proceed in hole. Journey. And ſuch 


convenient. refreſhing Plaees are of ſa 
great Uſe to the generality of Mankind, 


. (whoſe neceſſary Affairs do ſomerimes 


require them to travel ſo far as not to be 


able to reach their own Homes again 


without the Help of them) that thoſe 
are to be eſteemed the happieſt Coun- 


tries where ſuch Houſes are placed at 


proper Diſtances ; and where they are 
nor ſo, but are too far aſunder, Travel- 
ers know - by woeful Experience the 


many Exils chat are the Conſequenent 


thereof.

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there are upon moſt Roads abundantly 
too many Houſes for Reception; fo 
many. that they not only deſtroy one 
another's lawful and honeſt Maintenance, 
but he like ſo many Snares in the Way 
of Travellers. There are but few Parts 
of this Kingdom, if any, where Mar- 
ket Towns are not near enough toge- 
ther to ſerve all the Ends and Purpoſes 
of Public-Houſes ; and I may ſay, there 
are but few, if any Market Towns, 
which are not greatly overſtocked with 
them. However, as to the Uſefulneſs of 
them in general, let it ſuffice to obſerve, 
that where they ſtand conveniently ſitu- 
ated, and are well managed, they are 
undoubtedly a very great Advantage to 
a Nation. e 29005 

In Houſes of this Character, a Man 
may always imagine himſelf- to be at 
Home, though he be really never ſo far 
from it; and where the Maſter of an 
Inn looks upon all the Gueſts that are 
under his Roof, as being, for the Time 
they are there, his'own Family, and be- 
haves towards them as' ſuch, which he 
ought to do; the Gueſts undoubtedly 
will in return have an equal Regard for

ing with every one that comes, would tio

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prove in vain; but I am ſure it were 
eaſy to demonſtrate that in any Trade 
or Buſineſs, particularly in that which 
I am ſpeaking of, a continued Courſe 
of Regularity and Sobriety, tends much 
more to the carrying on their Buſineſs 
with Profit and Advantage, than Riot- 
ing and Drunkenneſs can do. This, 
however, may be juſtly here obſerved, . 
that Men who .are habitually addicted 
and diſpoſed to Intemperance, if they 
have any Regard to the Health of their 
Bodies, or the Welfare of their Souls, 
ſhould. not put themſelves into this 
public Employment, as it is too uſual 
for ſuch Perſons to do; when they have

verſation: So that the Maſters and Miſ- 
treſſes of ſuch Houſes ſhould ſet a dou- 
ble Guard upon themielves and their 
Families; they ſhould take more than 


ordinary Pains to inſtruct their Children, 
and to arm them with a religious Prin- 
ciple to love Modeſty, and with. All

they ſhould uſe a more than ordinary 
Caution in enquiring into the chaſte 
Diſpoſition and virtuous Behaviour of 
thoſe whom they take into their Ser- 
vice: as they ſhould likewiſe immedi- 
ately diſcharge them whom they per- 
ceive to be otherwiſe diſpofed; Thus 
far they are obliged, in order to prevent 
and diſcourage Vice, in proportion to 
the Power and Opportunity which they 
have in their Station.

Thus far I have conſider- 
ed thoſe Things which chiefly regard the 
Perſons who keep Public-Houſes; tkłat 
is, the Things which as to their Con- 
duct and Management, do principally 
concern themſelves: What does in an 
eſpecial: manner relate to their Guelts 
comes now to be conſidered. 

And here, in the firit Place, it is a 
very neceſſary Caution, that they ob- 
ſerve the proper and ſeaſonable Times 
of receiving and entertaining Gueſts in 
their Houſes. And yet were we to 
look into many of them, we ſhould, I 
fear, perceive not only the natural Dif- 
ference between Day and Night to be 
almoſt loſt, but that religious Diſtinction 
alſo between ſacred and common Times 
to be entirely laid aſide and diſregarded 
amongſt them. A benighted Traveller 


may indeed ſometimes ſtand in need of 


Reception at an improper. Seaſon; and 
ſome there are who mult have both their 
Lodging and Proviſion in Public Houſes, 
even upon the Lord's Day, to pre- 
vent their profaning it: But alas! this 
will not excuſe any Man for entertaining 
thoſe idle and looſe Companies that 
come to them on purpoſe for midnight

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Revels and Debauches ; nor thoſe Con- 
teminers of the Lord's Day, who make 
it their Choice to ſpend the whole or a 
great Part thereof in Public Houſes— 
Should we as I e obſerved, look 
into many of thoſe Places, and that even 
in the Time of divine Service, we ſhould 
have but little Reaſon to think it was 
the Lord's Day; but ſhould rather be 
inclined on the contrary, to believe the 
Day to be appropriated to the Devil's 
Service, by finding ſuch Numbers who 
make no other Uſe of it. And I am 
ſorry to ſay whoſe Agents they muſt be 
accounted, who keep their Doors open 
at the ſame Time with thoſe of the 
Church; or who, if they do ſhut them, 
do it only to hide and conceal thoſe who 
ought to be elſewhere and better em- 
ployed. 


Sect. VII. But a ſecond Particular 
which reſpects the Gueſts is, that the 
Public- Hevſckeeper ſhould induſtrieuſ- 
ly avoid and decline every thing that may

The World is indeed ſufficiently i in- 
clined to Senſuality of all Sorts, and Mul- 
: 4 | _ Urudes 
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titudes do frequent Public-Houſes eſpe- 
cially, with x; Ms ok Purpoſe and De- 
ſign of committing Exceſs. But even 
thoſe who deſign it not, are often betray- 
ed into it, by the Arts and Contrivances 
of them who are to be Gainers by it, 
by drawing them on from one Quantity 
to another, by helping them to Com- 
panions that will ſet forward Intempe- 
rance, or by doing it themſelves; bur 
eſpecially by giving Credit to thoſe of 
the meaner ſort, who muſt otherwiſe be 
ſober through Neceſſity. | 
It is ſurpriſing to obſerve what Scores 
a Sot ſhall be allowed to contract at 
ſome Public Houſes for Liquor, who 
would not be truſted for halt the Sum 
by any of his Neighbours to provide 
Bread for his Family; one, who thus- 
reduces them to Begging, Stealing, or 
Periſhing, whilſt he riotouſly conſumes 
what might preſerve them from all ; 
but this he finds Means to do through 
the Encouragements of thoſe who have

perſuaded to diſcourage all Sorts of 
Gaming under. his Roof, as being ſen- 
ſible what dreadful Conſequences do ge- 
nerally attend it. Hence he will; by all 
decent, and timely Interpoſition, endea- 
vour to prevent or put a Stop to thoſe 
Quarrels, Feuds and Contentions, which 
are apt to-ariſe in ſuch Houſes from the 
Mixture of Companies, or from the 
Condition they are in. Hence again he 
will be emboldened to diſcountenance 
and reprove thoſe horrid Oaths and Im- 
precations which he hears, and at which, 
inſtead of Complacency, he will at leaſt 
ſhew a religious Diſlike, if not a zealous 
Indignation. | 


And now ſhall I need here to urge 
that the Public-Houſekeeper has fre- 
quent Opportunities of ſhewing a reli- 
gious Hoſpitality, and ſometimes a very 
ſeaſonable Charity towards Strangers? 
Many there are whoſe unhappy Circum- 
ſtances upon the Road, through unfore- 
ſeen Accidents and Misfortunes, render 
them proper Objects thereof: They 
may be ſurprized with Sickneſs, may be 
lett and hindered by Diſtreſs of Weather, 
may be robbed and plundered, ſo that

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what Money they thought ſufficient when 
they ſet out, falls ſhort of bringing them 
to their Journey's End In theſe and 
the like Caſes, the Public-Houſekeeper 
may gain himſelf the Character St. Paul 
gives of the good Widow, by lodging 
of Strangers, and relieving the - Milted; 
and his bleſſed Saviour has aſſured him, 
that if he tates in the Stranger, what he 
does in a charitable or hoſpitable Way, 
is a Work of ſo grateful, ſo agreeablea 
Nature, that he will take it as done unto 
himſelf. 

To conclude this Part :—He who is 
deſirous to keep a Public-Houſe without 
making it a Shop, an Office or a Ware- 
houſe for the Devil, will conſtantly en- 
deavour to reſiſt all choſe Temptations 
to which this his Profeſſion does more 
eſpecially expoſe him; to cut off from 
others all Opportunities of Sin, to which 
this his Buſineſs generally gives Occa- 
ſion; and conſcientiouſly ro diſcharge 
all thoſe Duties, which this his Employ- 
ment does particularly enable him to 
perform.

Of the LAWS relating to the regular 


and orderly keeping of PUBLIC

SECTION I. 


T will not, I hope, ſeem at all im- 
pertinent or out of the Way, after 
having urged. ſo many religious Mo- 


tives and Arguments for the Reforma- 
tion of Public-Houſes, to add the Con- 


ſideration of thoſe many Laws which 


have been made, or are actually now in 


Force to regulate and reſtrain them, 


For it muſt be confeſſed that, generally 


ſpeaking, the Corruption of Mankind 
1s ſuch, that they /ook more at the Things 
which are ſeen, and are t al, than 
they do at the Things which are not ſeen, 
that are eternal; eſpecially as to the Pe- 
nalties and Sufferings to which any of 
their Actions do expoſe them. 


be far more forcibly perſuaded and in- 


fluenced by the Terrors of this World, 
than by thoſe of that which is to come: 


Too 
common it is, God knows, for them to

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So that convince a Man of this only, 


that he cannot do ſuch and ſuch Things 
with Security to his Perſon and Eſtate; 
make him but ſenſible that one or both 
of theſe muſt needs ſuffer, and for the 
moſt Part you will gain your Point, and 
prevail with him to forbear ſuch Actions, 
the Conſequences of which he knows 
and 1s afraid of. . 


SecT. II. But how comes it to paſs 
then, that ſince we are provided with 
ſo many good and wholeſome Laws for 
the Suppreſſion of thoſe Diſorders which 
ve complain of, that all theſe fail of pro- 
ducing their intended and deſired Effect? 
To this the Anſwer is obvious and ealy : 
The Goodneſs of any Law to which a 
Penalty is annexed, conſiſts virtually in 
the Execution of it; and when Magi- 
ſtrates chooſe rather to let the Laws fleep 
than to execute them, when inferior Of- 
ficers prefer a ſupine, and, as they ac- 
count it, a peaceable. Negle& of their 
Duty, to that faichful and honeſt Diſ- 
charge of it which they are ſworn to; 
and when every private Perſon is con- 
tented to ſee the groſſeſt Impieties tranſ- 
acted, Vice, Immorality, and Profane- 


neſs 


nefs daily increaſe, rather than even upon 
the juſteſt and moſt urgent Occaſions to 
be Informers, the Odium of which Cha- 
racter might, by a prudent Management, 
be entirely prevented; whilſt Things 
ſtand thus, I ſay, the beſt Laws are but 
a dead Letter, for want of that Life 
and Spirit, which ſhould be given them 
by thoſe, for whoſe Uſe and Benefit they 
were enacted. 

However, I ſhall not think the Time 
wholly loft by taking ſuch a brief View, 
and enumerating ſuch of our Laws as, 
being wiſely compiled and duly execut- 
ed, would at leaft ſtop the Growth of, 
if not totally ſuppreſs many Evils which 
reg reign amongſt us, to the debauch- 

ing of the Manners,. waſting and em- 
bezzling the Subſtance, flacking the 
Induſtry, corrupting the Bodies, and 
deſtroying the Souls of great Multi- 
tudes; and this not only to the Griet and 
Lamentation of all pious Chriſtians, to 
the Scandal and Reproach of our moſt 
holy Religion, and the Diſhonour of 
God; but alſo to the weakening and im- 
pairing the Strength, the Riches, and 
the Credit of the Nation. ö 


SECT. 


„ e 
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SECT. III. By 5 and 6 Edward VI. 
Power was given to the Juſtices to take 
Recogniſances of Ale- Houſekeepers not to 
uſe unlawful Games, or ſuffer Diſorders 
in their Houſes. And by 16 Fac. I. the 

uſtices are once a Year to enquire, and 
inform themſelves who are fit to keep 
Ale-houſes, to licenſe ſuch only as they 
find duly qualified, and to take, the Re- 
cogmiſance above-mentioned. Se that 
we perceive proper-Cautions have beer 
uſed, as well to prevent as to puniſh 
Offences committed in Public-Houſes. 
And no doubt the Juſtices may at this 


Time levy the Penalty of 20l. which is 


the Forfeiture of their Recogniſances, 
upon every Ale-Houſekeeper or his Sure- 


ties, for an Offence committed in his 


Houſe, for which there is not ſome other 
particular Penalty appointed. 


Sect, IV. But moſt Offences are in- 
deed by Acts ſubſequent to thoſe I have 
mentioned made puniſhable in an ef; 
cial Manner. Selling Ale in Meaſures 
unmarked, incurs the Penalty of 10s. 
or a greater Sum, not exceeding 40s. 
Permitting Towns-men to fit Tippling, 
forfeits 10s. to the Poor, and the Tip- 


ED themſelves forfeit 38. 4d. or to be 


ut in the Stocks for four Hours. And 
to defer the Ale-houſe-keepers from ſuf. 
fering ſuch Practices, they may be diſ- 
abled from keeping an Ale- houſe for 
three Years . If Tippling ſhall 
50 on till it comes to Drunkenneſs, the 
ame Penalty lies againſt him that keeps 
the Houſe wherein ſuch Diſorder is per- 
mitted, and the Drunkard forfeits $8. 
or to be put in the Stocks for fix Hours. 


And the Lord's Day is particularly ta- N 


ken care of by the Law, though ſo lit- 
tle Regardis had to it by many who keep, 
and by thoſe who upon it frequent Pub- 
lic-Houſes: For Offenders in this re- 
ſpect are not only liable to the fore- 
going Penalties, upon any Perſon's mak- 
ing a voluntary Information, but are 
likewiſe in continual Danger, in that 
Churchwardens are bound by their Oaths 
and by by virtue of their Office to pre- 
ſent all whom they know to be common 
Drunkards, and all Ale-Houſes uſed in 
Time of divine Service, at cheir _— 
tive Viſitations. 


Szer. V. I ſhall not © dwell any Jon- 
ger upon this Subject, nor endeavour 
e "77 
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to be ſo particular as I might be, in. 
tending hereby on to repreſent the 
Dangers which every Way attend thoſe, 
who in keeping of Public Houſes re- 
gard only their preſent Intereſt, or im- 
mediate Pleaſures; who live in a look 
and licentious Way themſelves, or en- 
tertain and harbour thoſe that do fo, 
Herein I have attempted to convince 
them, that even their temporal Inte- 
reſt is not ſo much ſerved by theſe 
Methods as they may imagine; that they 
run at leaſt very great Hazards by the 
Abuſes and Diſorders, which they either 
commit or ſuffer in their Houſes ; that 
they lie open and expoſed to every In- 
former; are particularly ſubject to thy 
Preſentments of Churchwardens every 
Viſitation; and 1 might add, of Con- 
ſtables, . Tything-Men, or other Peace- 
Officers, if they at all regarded the-Du- 
ties of their Office, every Aſſizes and 
Quarter Seſſions. And leſt theſe Mo- 
tives ſhould fail of their intended Sue- 
ceſs, I ſhall now conclude with apply- 
ing myſelf in the moſt ſerious and ear- 
neſt Manner that I can, to thoſe who
